Official Summary of New 
Government’s Program 
Does Not Disclose Many 
New . Policies — Large 
Gathering Witnesses The

Of Fifth Assembly. 


Emphasizing the necessity for 
strictest economy in the conduct 
of affairs, the speech from the) 
throne, delivered by the Lieuten-| 
ant Governor at the opening of | 
the first session of Alberta’s fifth | 
legislature Thursday afternoon, 
also forcast a continuation of the 
policy of development in_high- 
ways, telephones and railways 
undertaken and carried forward 
by the late Liberal government in 
the province. 

The official declaration of pol- 
icy followed very closely the lines 
of former years, in that no defin- 
ite policies were announced. 
Further assistance will be given in 
the drought stricken areas, more 
attention will be devoted to the 
marketing of farm products and 
educational and health work will 
be carried on in an energetic 
manner. 

Cooperation with other western 
provinces will be maintained with 
the object of bringing about a re- 
duction in freight rates, and the 
Dominion government will be 
urged to immediately transfer to 
the province the natural resources. 
The speech also made the formal 
announcement that a provincial 
department of labor would be 
created in the near future. 

Attendance Heavy. 

The opening of the fifth legislature 
marked the first milestone in the leg- 
igat've career of the new UT.A. Led 
ernment and public attention was in- 
crea ed thereby. Owing to the floor 
of the house being closed to gues’s 
as in the pest the demand for sea's 
in the public galleries was the heav- 
jest ever, and large numbers were 
unable to find a place from which to 
witness. the afternoon's. proceedings.

Nomination of General Stewart 
For Speaker in Legislature Was 
Declined; Proved a Sensation 


Division of the House Would 
Have Made a Unique

Something in the nature of a mild sensa- 
tion was sprung at the opening of the first 
session of the fifth legislative assembly of 
the province, Thuraday afternoon, when| 
Acs Moo.e UDA, member for Cochrane, | 
formally moved in the house that the 
speaker be General J. 8. Stewart, Inde- | 
pendent Conservative member for Leth-/ 
bridge, the motion being duly seconded 
by Samuel Brown, High River, 

Previously the nomination of O. L. Mc- 
Vherson, Little Bow, had been formally 
moved by Premier Greenfield and second- 
ed by Attorney-General Brownlee, the gov- 
ernment baving selected Mr. McPherson! 
for the post, according to custom, sume 
weeks before. In fact, Mr. McPherson bad 
beeu in training for the position for some 
time and, after his election later in the 
day, carried out bis doties admirably, 

Declined the Offer 

General Stewart deciined the nomination, | 
which was made in the utmost good faith 
by Messrs. Moore and Brown, thereby 
avoiding a divisiow in the house and the 
setting up of a unique precedent in Cana- 
dian parliamentary history. Had tie mo- 
tions gone to a vote, however, it is certain 
that the member for Lethbridge would 
have obtained substantial support from 
both sides of the house. As a matter of 
fact, the rules of procedure very definitely | 
provide for the election of a syeaker in a) 
wholly democratic manner by open nomin-| 
ations from any of the members and by) 
popular votes.

MINE EXPLOSION 


| Trained Rescue Crews From All 


Parts Are Working For 
Rescue 


Gates, Penna., Feb. 2—All hope 
for the miners imprisoned by an 
explosion in the Gates mine of the 
H. C. Frick Coke company here 
today, was abandoned ht two 
o'clock this afterncon when 
rescue crews came across seven 
bodies in the working affccted by 
the blast. 

Gates, Penna., Feb. 2—Seven 
men are known to have been 
killed and 22 others are entomb- 
ed in a room one and one half 
miles from the mouth of the 
Gates mine of the H. C. Frick 
Coke company near here as the 
result of an explosion early today. 
Trained rescue crews from all 
parts of the Connelsville coal field 
are working in relays to reach the 
men. 

The mine normally employs 
about 1,000 men. It has been 
working day and night shifts and 
a large number of men were in 
the entries and rooms when the 
explosion occurred, 

The mine is a shaft sis hundred 
and eight feet deep and the ex- 
plosion occurred in a section so 
far beck in the wo-kings that ita 
force was spent before it could 
reach the bottom of the shaft and 
damage the hoisting machinery. 
Rescue crews are striving to re-

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The Speech From The Throne. | 


The first speech from the throne | 
prepared by the Greenfield Gov- 
ernment does not differ material- 
ly from the traditional nature of 
such deliverances.

If the new Government is 
to be revolutionary in any sensdy 
it has not begun ‘with the official | 
announcement 2s to why the mem- 
bers were called together.

There is no fault to be found with 
that, unless it be by those who 
hold that nothing can be right in 
politics unless it differs from the 
long standing customs of the tra- 
ditional parties. At most the 
speech indicates the. viewpoint 
and attitude of the Government, 
rather than its-intentions.— If it 
does so correctly the obvions dis- 
position of the ministers is to 
make haste slowly in the matter | 
of introduciag changes in policy 
or important alterations in the 
law.
